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For 75,OOO residents from Columbus area 
County designated as nuclear sanctuary

A mushroom cloud hovers over Columbus. Thousands of 
panic-striken motorists are fighting their way down 
clogged highways looking for a sanctuary. 
A scenario from a grade B science fiction movie or a 
photo from a civil defense manual from the 1950s? 
It could be both. But, just because nobody is building 
fallout shelters in their backyards anymore, doesn’t mean 
a nuclear attack is not possible. 
For it is entirely possible that if some “hostile 
aggressor’’ does press the nuclear button, Columbus 
would be a target. And, if that happens, the sanctuary the 
frantic residents of Franklin County will be looking for 
may well be in Fayette County. 
Hopefully, Franklin County residents will never need to 
search for a sanctuary, but the Ohio Disaster Services 
Agency would rather be safe than sorry. 
That is why Fayette County is included in plans for a 
crisis relocation program presently on the disaster ser­ 
vice drawing board. 
Once the plans are finalized (in about two years) 
Washington C H. and the surrounding area would become 
the temporary home of 75,000 Columbus residents in the 
event of a nuclear attack. 
The state disaster services agency has determined that 
two sites in Ohio are primary risk areas, meaning prime 
nuclear targets. 


Cities such as New York and Washington D.C. are also 
in this category. So it may come as a surprise that the two 
Ohio sites are Columbus and Dayton. 
Both Ohio cities lack the population concentrations of 
Cleveland and the heavy industry of the Youngstown 
area. However, they do have Air Force bases and 
Columbus has a large computer center and many 
government offices. 
Under the government’s thinking this lends Columbus 
to eventual attack during a nuclear crisis. And, since the 
government no longer pushes the building of fallout 
shelters, a new plan needs to be formulated. 
“The old 1950s plan has every one evacuated from big 
cities or under shelter in 30 minutes,’’ J.R. Williams of the 
state disaster services office said. “Now we have enough 
sophisticated equipment to determine well in advance 
when a nuclear attack is apparent.” 
Williams briefly outlined the new plan by saying that 
when a nuclear attack becomes apparent all non critical 
workers and families will be moved out of high-risk areas. 
State officials will be meeting with Fayette County 
officials in the near future to discuss the drafting of such a 
relocation plan. 
Williams said the local disaster services agency, 
presently headed by Raldon Smith, will be developing a 
plan to provide law enforcement, housing, mass feeding, 
and emergency medical care for the 75,000 Columbus 
evacuees. 


Even if there is no nuclear attack, a threatened attack 
would send Columbus residents scurrying 
“When an attack becomes apparent,” Williams said, 
“non-critical workers will be evacuated. A worker who 
works at an essential job such as at a utility company or a 
gas refinery in Franklin County will stay or commute to 
his job If an attack occurs while he is on the job, there will 
be enough shelter areas in Columbus to take care of him 
and fellow workers.” 
Williams also stated that if Columbus is attacked, 
Fayette County would be a sanctuary from two to six 
weeks or “until people can start filtering back in (to 
Columbus).” 
Fayette County would not be the only sanctuary for 
Columbus residents. 
Under the statewide plan, the counties surrounding 
Columbus- Madison, Pickaway, Fairfield, Ross, Union, 
Delaware, Knox and Licking—would also serve as “ host 
counties.” 
Each of the counties would be expected to accept 
evacuees on a three-to-one basis, meaning three evacuees 
to every permanent resident in the host counties. That is 
why Fayette County with a population of approximately 
25,000 can expect to receive 75,000 evacuees. 
The entire state will be split into “risk counties” and 
“ host 
counties.’’ 
Such 
groupings 
are 
called 


conglomerates by the disaster services agency. There will 
be 13 risk-host conglomerates in the state 
Besides the high risk areas of Dayton and Columbus, 
secondary high risk 
areas are Cleveland Toledo, 
Youngstown, Ironton, Cincinnati, and Steubenville Lima 
and Mansfield are considered lesser risk areas for various 
reasons 
Williams said the entire statewide plan ties in with a 
national plan now being formulated This will cause ex 
tensive interstate cooperation For instance, four nor 
them Ohio counties will serve as sanctuaries for the 
highly industrialized Detroit, Mich , area. 
For host counties to accommodate the fleeing city 
residents some extensive planning must be done 
Smith, who presently serves as the part time Fayette 
County Disaster Services Agency director, told the county 
commissioners this week that a full-time director would 
tx* needed to do an adequate planning job. 
Smith said he would be making a decision at the end of 
the year whether to remain as director of the local 
disaster services agency or as the tax administrator for 
the city of Washington C H He told the commissioners 
that he would have to give up one of the jobs. 
The commissioners, Washington C II city manager, 
and the county disaster services board of directors will 
meet with state officials Nov. IO to further discuss the 
massive planning job. 


Includes rent subsidy for poor 
Major housing bill 
inked by President 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter today signed a bill providing 
$14.7 billion for housing the needy and 
revitalizing the cities, calling it “a 
giant step forward” in improving living 
conditions for low-income, elderly and 
handicapped families. 
The measure includes $1.2 billion to 
help the families pay their rent. 
Recalling his visit last week to the 
South Bronx slums in New York, Carter 
said he saw living conditions that are 
“a disgrace to our great country — 
enough to shake our confidence in the 
structure that we’ve evolved.” 
While there are no instant solutions to 
such housing problems, the President 
said, “this bill takes a giant step for­ 
ward.” 
Sitting at a small brown table in the 
White House Rose Garden, Carter put 
his signature on the measure with two 


green pens, then shook hands with 
members of Congress attending the 
ceremony. 
“In general, this is a very excellent 
piece of legislation,” Carter told them 
But he said one part of it, removing 
restraints on building homes in flood 
plains, caused him concern. 
The President said he would deter­ 
mine 
whether 
to 
reinstate 
the 
restraints with corrective legislation 
next year or try to deal with the matter 
administratively. 
The

followed 
Carter’s 
weekly 
breakfast 
with 
congressional leaders. 
After the ceremony, Carter arranged 
to meet for the third time in two days 
with Lt. Gen. Olusegun Obasanjo, the 
Nigerian chief of state. The President

honored him at a White House dinner 
Tuesday night.

Delinquent city tax 


cases being settled

About 66 Washington C.H. taxpayers 
charged with failing to file their 1975 
city income tax returns have settled 
with the city. 


Raldon M. Smith, city income tax 
administrator, said Wednesday over 60 
per cent of the 110 persons originally 
charged Aug. 29 have been into the city 
building to file their tax returns and 
pay their delinquent taxes. The charges 
against those taxpayers have sub­ 
sequently been dismissed. 


City Solicitor 
Gary 
Smith 
filed 
criminal charges against 106 residents 
and four area business firms in late 
August after efforts by the city’s in­ 
come tax department to collect the 1975 
back taxes failed. The department’s 
efforts stretch back to June 1976 when 
about 2,500 notices were sent 
to 
delinquent taxpayers. 


The taxpayers who ignored those 
notices constitute only a small per­ 
centage 
of 
the 
city’s 
taxpaying 
residents, but were warned by the tax 
administratoi that charges may be 
filed. Those charged were listed on a 
computer 
printout 
from 
the 
tax 
department 
and 
only 
included 
delinquents whose last names began 
with A through E in alphabetical order. 


The city solicitor said officials have 
been getting a good response from 
those charged. They were scheduled 
for appearances in Washington C.H. 
Municipal Court 
in groups of 
15 
beginning Oct . 4. Of the 30 who were to 
appear last week, only seven actually 
appeared in court. 


The charges against the other 23 
were dismissed before their scheduled 
court dates, Smith said, because they 
had filed returns and paid their taxes. 


The solicitor had said last month that 
one of his purposes in filing criminal 
charges was to impell those taxpayers 
to file returns and pay taxes. 


Out of the first group, four taxpayers 
were still scheduled to appear before 
Municipal Court Judge John P. Case on 
Oct. 4. 
One woman, Mrs. Georgia Adkins, 
903 Forest St., was found guilty as 
charged. 
She 
received 
a 
10-day 
suspended sentence on the condition 
she file a tax return before Nov. 4. She 
was also fined $25 and court costs. 


Three of those cases were continued, 
one because the defendant failed to 
appear and another because he told the 
court he would file his return that day. 


One of the three contested a city or­ 
dinance connected with the filing of tax 
returns and was continued to allow 
defense and prosecuting attorneys to 
file appropriate legal briefs. 


Two persons out of the second group 
of 15 appeared in court on Oct. 6. One 
case was discontinued because the man 
had made arrangements to file a return 
and pay his tax by Oct. 20. In the other 
cas^, the court costs were waived on 
the condition the defendant file his 
return Che next day. 


One 
other 
defendant 
appeared 
Tuesday, after making arrangements 
with the tax administrator to file a 1975 
tax return. The case was dismissed and 
costs were waived. 
Raldon Smith said he has not been 
able to estimate how much in back 
taxes the city has collected from these 
cases, but added that by the time those 
originally charged had all been dealt 
with, he would have a rough figure. The 
last group of taxpayers charged with 
failing to file a 
1975 return 
are 
scheduled to appear in court Nov. I. 


The 
housing 
and 
community 
development bill, product of a two- 
month conference between the House 
and Senate, extends the block grant 
program for revitalizing cities for three 
years and funds it with $10.9 billion, a 
$2.4 billion increase. 
The administration says the rent 
subsidies for the needy plus 
the 
financial aid to hard-pressed cities will 
help an additional 345,000 families find 
housing at rents they ean afford. 
At the same time, the White House 
says, the bill will provide a half million 
jobs in construction and related in­ 
dustries where unemployment rates 
are the highest. 
Carter aides also expect the measure 
to 
spur 
private 
investment 
in 
distressed urban areas, again where 
the need is the greatest. 
In a new twist, the bill provides two 
formulas for allocating the money, 
enabling older, more distressed cities 
to get significantly greater assistance. 
Older cities- in the Northeast will 
benefit from the new, alternative 
allocation formula, but other regions 
are not expected to be harmed by it. 
The administration says smaller 
communities will be able to cope with 
their problems more systematically 
under the terms of the act. 
The bill also increases mortgage 
insurance and lowers down payment 
requirements 
under 
the 
Federal 
Housing Administration. 
In another presidential action, Carter 
said Tuesday he plans to merge the 
U.S. 
Information Agency and the 
bureau that handles cultural exchanges 
into one Agency for 
International 
Communication. He pledged it would 
not act covertly or spread propaganda. 
The President’s proposals were in a 
message to Congress outlining the 
second of his plans for government 
reorganization. At the same time, 
Carter promised to keep the USIA’s 
Voice of America independent and 
objective.

Town mourns brutal murders 
Clues lacking in slaying of girls 


ELVATON, Md. (AP) — A knife 
sheath. Reports of a stranger in a blue 
Volkswagen. Some undisclosed autopsy 
details. That’s all police say they have 
to go on in their investigation of the 
stabbings of three girls here 
“What we’re withholding is very 
important to us. It’s all we’ve got going 
for us,” Sgt. William Chaplin of the 
Anne Arundel County homicide squad 
said of the autopsy reports. 
Authorities have concentrated the 
search for the killer — or killers — in 
the Southgate neighborhood where 
Deborah Anne Hogan, IO; her sister 
Theresa, 8, and schoolmate Anne Marie 
Brzeszkiewicz, 8, lived and played 
The girls’ parka-clad bodies were 
found Monday lying face down in a 
stream running through the muddy 
woods almost within sight of their 
suburban 
Baltimore 
homes. 
They 
disappeared Sunday evening while 
Playing. 
“All 
indications are that 
it 
is 
somebody in the community,” was all 
Lt. Robert Russell would say Tuesday 
of the search for a suspect. “We are 
concentrating on the neighborhood.” 
Russell said two of the victims had 


been stabbed more than 40 times each. 
“Who or whoever did this is crazy 
The (repetitiveness) with which the 
girls were stabbed was incredible,” 
said Capt. William Lindsay. 
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Lindsay said the girls were stabbed 
in the chest, face, back, arms and 
hands 
Superficial wounds on their 
hands indicated that the girls had 
struggled 
with 
their 
killer, 
he 
theorized 
Dr. Anne Dixon, assistant medical 
examiner, speculated that there may 
have been more than one assailant 
since the girls were “three young, 
fairly active kids " 
Police searched the wooded area 
Tuesday with metal detectors and 
emptied trash bins looking for clues A 
hunting knife is suspected as the 
murder weapon. A leather sheath was 
found but authorities were unsure

In 1966 I 
spent a long evening with Moshe Dayan 
in Vietnam. We agreed that any U.S. 
retreat from Saigon would lead through 
Tel Aviv. The totalitarian game plan 
was in both cases identical: a phony

front” sponsored by a 
Soviet client or clients and, in the 
crunch, backed by conventional in­ 
vasion and massive Soviet military 
equipment.

Lawmakers return today for a series of 
committee 
meetings 
to 
shape 
legislation on energy, capital con­ 
struction and, possibly, school finan­ 
cing for abbreviated floor sessions next 
week. 
The school issue will be handled by a 
hastily-assembled ad hoc committee of 
House and Senate members concerned 
by 
threatened 
school 
closings. 
Legislators are particularly concerned 
over the danger of an imminent 
shutdown in Cleveland, the state’s 
largest district. A one-time-only deficit 
spending plan for Cleveland is one 
option that the panelists will study. 
One item is missing from the agenda, 
however, is the highly-controversial 
collective bargaining bill for public 
employes, one step away from final 
passage, but held in the limbo of a 
House-Senate Conference Committee. 
The sponsor, Sen. Harry Meshel, D-33 
Youngstown, said Tuesday the next 
meeting of the conference committee, 
set for Monday, might be postponed to 
allow more time for study of the $517 
million capital improvements budget. 
Freeze warnings 
in U.S. continue

Frost or freeze warnings continued 
from southeast Nebraska and south­

Storm warnings were posted over 
western

Lakes as winter moves eastward. 


Little apparent progress has been 
made in efforts to reach a compromise 
between House and Senate versions of 
the bargaining bill, but neither have 
sharp divisions been apparent, at least 
among Democratic conferees. 
Meshel appears more interested in 
getting the capital plan ready for a 
Senate floor vote on Oct. 19 or Oct. 20. 
The House will also return for a floor 
meeting on the latter date. 
Representatives of Ohio colleges and 
universities will get a last gasp hearing 
today before Meshel’s Finance sub 
committee. 
In addition to their efforts to fatten 
the higher education pork barrel, a 
$750,000 appropriation already in the 
bill for the University of Cincinnati, is 
expected 
to 
generate 
some 
con 
troversy. 
The money is supposed to go toward a 
feasibility study of building an indoor 
sports complex on the UC campus, a 
concept favored by the university’s 
administration. 
But representatives of the American 
Association of University professors, 
who think teachers’ salary increases 
should be a higher priority, plan to 
testify againfet the sports-study 
In another committee room, the 
Senate Energy and Public Utilities 
panel will look at complex legislation, 
approved by the House, to create a 
powerful, cabinet level Department of 
Energy. 
The bill would also impose a tax on 
use of coal, based on a sliding scale that 
would fall heaviest on those using the 
low sulfur variety from outside Ohio 
An amendment to tax industries with 
self-help natural gas programs is also 
on the table. 


Revenues from both potential taxes 
would be used to further develop Ohio 
energy sources and, in the case of the 
coal-use levy, to help fund the new 
agency.

designed 
to 
improve 
cooperation 
between government units in disposal 
of garbage, and refuse recycling or 
resource recovery. The legislation is 
expected to be ready for final action a 
week from Thursday 
A House Ways and Means sub­ 
committee plans to vote on a bill 
favored by the Rhodes Adminstration 
that would grant industrial tax breaks 
on new investments in machinery and 
equipment. 


A controversial bill to permit school 
districts to pay for school operations 
through a local income tax, rather than 
property taxes, will also get a hearing

LOS A N G ELES (A P) - Back in 1938, 
a 
young 
Mexican-born 
artist, 
Bill 
Melendez, knocked on the door of the 
Walt 
Disney 
studios 
in 
Burbank, 
inquiring about a job. 
He got one, as assistant animator of 
the classic “ Fantasia.” 
Now, he’s celebrating his 14th year as 
animator-producer of another kind of 
classic 
— 
Charles 
M. 
Schulz’ 
“ Peanuts” 
specials, 
in 
which 
he 
doubles as the voice of the noted 
doghouse ace, “ Snoopy.” 
His latest effort, “ It’s Your First 
Kiss, Charlie Brown,” airs on CBS Oct. 
24. It’s the 17th half-hour “ Peanuts” 
special he’s made. 
Melendez, 60, a tall, friendly man 
with graying crew-cut hair and a 
waxed mustache, was beginning work 
on another special, 
“ Bon Voyage, 
Charlie Brown,” when he paused for a 
quick chat last week. 


Among other things, he was asked if 
drawing thousands of cartoons, shifting 
a figure’s movements ever so slightly 
thousands of times to make a show, 


doesn’t get a mite repetitive at times. 
“ Not really,” shrugged the man who 
estimates he did 15 to 20 sketches a day, 
six days a week, for more than a year 
on “ Fantasia.” 


“ Animation is a series of drawings 
illustrating an action. So the characters 
are always moving, there’s always a 
different position for the head, arms, 
body, whatever. So the drawings aren’t 
identical.” 
Be that as it may, how long does it 
usually 
take 
to 
put 
together 
a 
“ Peanuts” special that runs about 25 
minutes without commercials? 
“ Oh, about six months from the time 
I start with Sparky (Schulz) on the 
story board,” he replied off-handedly 
“ We work very closely at this time in 
San Francisco (Schulz’ home base). 
“ We talk and I take notes. Then I 
come back here and draw some more. 
It usually takes about two months to do 
the story itself, then four months to 
animate it.” 
Bill, who works with a seven-member 
team of animators at the two-bungalow 
studio he opened here in 1964, was 
sympathetic to the lot of those who turn 
out Saturday morning cartoon shows 
for TV every week. 
He 
conceded 
such 
shows 
are 
criticized for their lack of detail, their 
almost stick-like sketches, “ but there’s 
no other way you can do it. They have a 
problem of budget and time ... it’s 
impossible. 
“ The budget is so low they can’t use 
many drawings. The more drawings 
you use, the more expensive the show 
is.” 
Melendez knows whereof he speaks, 
having worked not only at Disney, but 
also at Warner Bros., at UPA, which 
made 
the 
legendary 
“ Gerald 
McBoingBoing” cartoons, and on more 
than 1,000 TV commercials. 
Despite nearly 40 
years 
in 
the 
business, he still speaks of his labors as 
fun, particularly his first big-time work 
at the Disney studios.

WASHINGTON (A P ) - A shortage of 
peanuts 
is 
sending 
IOO 
squirrels 
packing from a park in front of the 
White House to a new home 
The squirrels, lacking a steady diet of 
peanuts from the patrons of Lafayette 
Park, have been dining on the square’s 
geraniums and beech trees. A govern­ 
ment spokesman estimates damage at 
$5,000 since early spring. 
So federal agents have been catching 
the squirrels in the dead of night and 
ushering 
them 
off 
to 
suburban 
woodlands 
where, 
the 
government 
says, the menu is better. 
George Berklacy of the National 
Park Service blamed the problem on an 
unusually high number of squirrels 
coupled with a peanut shortfall caused 
by lower park attendance during a 
frigid winter and torrid summer 
Even 200 pounds of peanuts donated 
by the park service didn’t help; the 


squirrels went through the goobers and 
into geraniums. 
“ One day,” said William Ruback, the 
park s manager said, “ I came to in 
spect a bed of geraniums and it looked 
like someone had taken a lawnmower 
and chopped them down."

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Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Carter orders embargo study 


By JACK ANDERSON 
WASHINGTON - President Carter 
has ordered the National 
Security 
Council to assess the effects another oil 
embargo would have on the United 
States. The secret study will analyze 
how vulnerable the United States has 
become and how the government might 
respond if our overseas oil supplies 
should be cut off 
Energy Secretary Jam es Schlesinger 
has concluded darkly that the con­ 
tinued flow of Middle East oil into this 
country is less certain than at any time 
since the 1973 Arab oil embargo, 
confidential sources report. 
The United States has become more 
dependent, meanwhile on foreign oil 
fields. This country now imports 8.7 
million barrels of oil a day. This is two 
million barrels more than the daily 
intake only two years ago 
Yet oil is the lifeblood that keeps the 
nation throbbing. Without overseas oil, 
the industry wheels would slow down 
and the highways would start to empty. 
Even the nation’s military machine 
would have to curtail its operations. 
So last June, President Carter or- 
oered a secret review of the nation’s 
vulnerability. The exhaustive, four- 
month study is now nearing com­ 
pletion. 
The findings probably will be too 
sensitive to release to the public. The 
security analysts are studying several 
possible scenarios. 
They 
are p ar­ 
ticularly concerned, for example, that 
a sudden disruption of the international 
oil flow could cause a confrontation in 
Europe between the Soviet bloc and 
NATO nations over oil. One intelligence 
official stressed: "Oil is terribly im ­ 
portant in national security affairs.” 
The most likely result, according to 
sources familiar with the National 
Security Council review, will be tighter 
control of oil imports and a dramatic 
acceleration 
of 
the 
strategic 
oil 
program. 
Overseas oil already is going into the 
strategic reserves in case of a future 
emergency Schlesinger "would like to 
put as much oil in the ground as 
possible,” one administration source 
explained. 
Critics 
contend, 
however, 
that 
Schlesinger puts too much emphasis on 
conserving oil and not enough em ­ 
phasis on replacing it. Since the world 
consumes oil faster than nature creates 
it, they argue, the world inevitably 
must run short of oil. They believe 
Schlesinger s first priority, therefore, 
should be to find a substitute for oil

president will start using his executive 
authority if Congress doesn’t help him 
reduce oil imports He may have to 
resort to using the Trade Expansion 
Act, they said, to curtail imports with 
fees and tariffs.

School closings anger officials

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Local 
school closings, coming only a few 
months 
after 
the 
state’s 
biggest 
education appropriation in history, are 
producing moods in the legislature 
ranging from frustration to anger. 
Very soon, leaders m ay set up a 
Select Legislative Committee to find 
out where the money is going, and to 
find out whether the failure of local 
levies is an adequate explanation. 
Are the funds going for frills, are 
local boards adept enough to know their 
owji financial status, and is the state 
doing a good enough oversight job on 
local officials? 
One of the biggest objections among 
state law m akers has been that in some 
instances, local boards didn't know 
they are in financial straits until just 
days before they have to shut down. 
The 
City 
of 
Cleveland’s 
school 
district didn’t bring its current problem 
to Columbus until late Septem ber. One 
official, 
State Auditor 
Thomas 
E. 


Ferguson, was quoted as saying the 
district should have known six months 
earlier it would run out of funds before 
year’s end. 
Ferguson, after a recent requested 
audit, said the Cleveland district would 
have to close Oct. 17 to end the calendar 
year Dec. 31 without a deficit. 


The legislature returns for a fall 
session Oct. 19, and an informal House- 
Senate 
com m ittee 
is 
at 
work on 
legislation that could enable Cleveland 
to borrow some funds. Meanwhile, it is 
up to the education departm ent to 
decide whether Cleveland schools will 
be ordered closed. 
“More state appropriations are out. 
We don’t have any more funds,’’ said 
House Speaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr.,D-89 
New Boston, who noted the 1977-1979 
appropriation 
for 
prim ary 
and 
secondary education totaled more than 
$1 billion. That was $425 million more 
state money than 1975-1977, and about 
$150 million more than requested of the 
legislature by Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes. 


“ And enrollm ents are supposed to be 
declining,” Riffe added. 
True enough, many districts — most 
notably Toledo — have been put on the 
rocks by voter refusal to approve local 
levies. Local districts are supposed to 
provide roughly 60 per cent of the cost 
of running their schools. 


But the legislature thinks there may 
be 
other 
factors, 
including 
m ism anagem ent, and a possibility that 
some “ frills” — including such extra 
curricular activities as sports, arts and 
music — are getting a disproportionate 
share. 
Sen. 
Marigene 
Valiquette, 
D-ll 
Toledo, introduced a m easure under 
which the state education department 
could prohibit frills that take funds 
away from basic education program s. 
“ I’m not convinced that these things 
are frills, but enough funds simply are 
not available. I think we might have to 
start choosing priorities,” she told the 
Senate Education Committee at a 
recent hearing on her m easure.

Dr. Kerr commented on each of the 
challenges: 
('hanging enrollment 
The birth rate decline impact has hit 
Ohio’s colleges and universities, and by 
1995 there will be 28 per cent less 18 
year olds in the state, he said. 
Ohio is also being affected by an out­ 
migration of its population, and is 
sending more students out of the state 
for higher education than it is at- ’ 
trading 
He also said the state has ex­ 
perienced a shift in enrollment in state- 
supported schools Only 23 per cent of 
today’s college students are enrolling 
in private schools. 
Inflationary trends 
Dr. Kerr pointed out the rising costs 
being experienced by Ohio’s private 
colleges, saying that it costs less to 
attend state-supported schools because 
taxpayers are subsidizing the costs. 
“ Sixty per cent of our annual budget 
is for labor costs and we can’t always 
pass those costs onto our customers," 
he said. 
Vocationalism 
In relation to the fact that career 
training programs are attracting the 
attention of today’s students, Dr. Kerr 
said he believes a general learning 
program (liberal arts) is better in the 
long run, especially for undergraduate 
students

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — A three- 
year-old political dispute over which 
arm of state government should have 
responsibility for consumer protection 
has flared up again.

William J. Brown operate an expanded 
consumer protection division. 
The request, approved 4-3 along 
partisan lines, rekindled the “ semi­ 
political question of who does what in 
consumer protection,” as Rep. Waldo 
Bennet Rose, R-64 Lima, put it. 
After failing during the 1975 “ six day 
war," Majority Democrats succeeded 
last July in transferring consumer 
protection 
from 
the 
Rhodes 
Administration commerce department 
to the attorney general’s consumer 
frauds and crimes section. But no 
money was appropriated for the ex­ 
panded operation in Democrat Brown’s 
office. 
Rose and two other Republicans on 
the seven-member board argued that 
the money should have been provided 
when the politically motivated switch 
was made. They managed to win an

Court restrains Brown 
in battle with women 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Secretary 
of State Ted W 
Brown has been 
restrained by a federal judge from 
going ahead with his plans to prescribe 
Ohio’s Nov. 8 ballot and from seeking to 
“ destroy or replace” the Ohio League 
of Women Voters 
The prohibitions came Tuesday from 
U.S. District Court Judge Don Young, 
who signed the temporary order in 
Toledo at the request of William Boyle 
and others, including a member of the 
league 
Boyle is a Democratic member of the 
Lucas County Board of Elections and 
the county’s Democratic chairman. He 
declined to comment on the litigation 
which involves Republican Brown’s 
handling of the hotly contested Issue 1 
on the November ballot. 
It seeks to repeal the state’s new 
instant voter registration law enacted 
earlier this year by the Democrat 
controlled legislature. 
Brown, not having seen the order, 
also said he would withhold comment 
except for portion of it that involved the 
manner in which he chose to place 
Issue 1 on the ballot 


Boyle s attorney, Gerald Lackey of 
Toledo, 
contended 
Brown 
placed 
“ undue emphasis” on Issue l by 
capitalizing certain portions and un 
derlining others, and also by providing 
the complete text of the repealer in 
addition to a voter’s summary. This, he 
did not do for the other three amend 
ments on the ballot, Boyle’s petition 
noted. 
Brown said he did so on Issue 1 
because, 
unlike 
the 
other 
three 
amendments, 
it 
makes 
proposed 
changes in existing language in the 
Ohio Constitution The other three, he 
said, adds “ completely new language.” 
Brown said he has aiwavs prescribed 
ballots in this fashion, and had ex 
plained his reasons 
prior 
to the 
Tuesday court action 


The secretary of state, Ohio’s top 
elections official for the past quarter 
century, said he does not know what 
effect the litigation may have on the 
printing of ballots for the election, now 
less than a month away. He said he 
would seek to have the order lifted in an

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Panthers face only other 
team with winning record

‘‘Hillsboro put a scare into everyone 
when they beat Washington C.H. two 
weeks ago. They are the only team in 
the league, besides us, that has a 
winning record. Things are looking up 
for Hillsboro,’’ said 
Panther head 
coach Fred Zechman, looking ahead to 
this week’s opponents, the Hillsboro 
Indians. 
Hillsboro 
shocked 
everyone 
two 
weeks ago when they invaded Gardner 
Park and walked away with their first 
win in 15 years, 17-0. During the game, 
Indians relied solely on the running 
gam e and did not attem pt a single pass. 
The Indians boast the second best 
rushing attack in the SCOL. They have 
piled up 1279 yards on the ground, about 
475 
yards 
behind 
the 
Panthers. 
However, their 117 passing yards is 
better only than Circleville. The Trace 
defense will be a big factor in the game 
as they average giving up about 110 
yards a game and four points 
“ According to the stats of last week’s 
gam e with Wilmington, the Indians 
moved the ball real well,’’ stated Zech­ 
man. “They just couldn’t push it over 
for a score. Really, the only scores 
cam e on bombs by W illiams.’’ 
“They have a whole new outlook. 
They play good defense along with two 
of the better runners around in their 
backfield. They have a lot more kids 
out for football this fall and their a t­ 
titude is much better than before.’’ 
Even 
with 
the 
loss 
last 
week, 
Hillsboro 
believes 
in 
itself. 
Their 
defense puts a lot of pressure on the 
offense. Their interior linemen are 
good and their offensive backfield is 
good. They’ll give us a good gam e,’’ 
Zechman said 
Most impressive about the Hillsboro 
offense is, indeed, their backfield. Led 
by Bruce Ford and John Cole, the 
Indians have one of the best one-two 
punches in the SCOL. And, behind an 
offensive line that has good size, the 
runners get plenty of practice. 
Ford is the SCOL’s leading rusher 
with 707 yards in five gam es, an 
average of 141.4 yards a game. At that 
rate, Ford will finish the season with 
well over 1400 yards rushing. The 5-10, 


183 pounder carries the ball nearly 35 
times every gam e and still m anages to 
average over four yards per carry. 
Cole is the fullback in the backfield. 
He combines power, agility, blocking 
power and quickness to compliment 
Ford. Cole averages nearly 60 yards 
each gam e, making the Hillsboro back­ 
field tandem com parable only to the 
Dennis Combs-David Cream er duo for 
Miami Trace. 
The Indians have divided time bet­ 
ween quarterbacks. Senior Rick Kelch 
(5-10, 160) began the season behind the 
center, but was injured three weeks 
ago. His replacm ent, Randy Abbott (5- 
9,145) has seen the most duty since that 
time. With Kelch in the lineup, the 
Indians will probably go to the pass 
more often. Zechman expects Abbott to 
start at the position, but stated Kelch 
might see action, also. 
According to the Panther head coach, 
the interior offensive line has good size 
and knows how to block Don Barrera 
and Jerry Bach are the guards while 
Larry 
Armstrong 
is 
the 
center. 
B arrera (6-1, 195) and Bach (6-1, 188) 
are exceptional on traps. Both get a lot 
of practice as Ford’s number is called 
in the huddle quite often for trap plays 
Armstrong (6-3, 201) is a big center 
that is another exceptional blocker in 
the Hillsboro running game. Ford has 
two basic spots to run to, the one bet­ 
ween the right guard and center and 
the one between the left guard and the 
center. The play of B arrera, Bach and 
Armstrong usually dictates the way the 
Hillsboro offense plays. 
Kelch 
and 
Abbott 
have 
several 
receivers to choose from when they 
elect to put the ball in the air. None 
have had very much experience cat­ 
ching me football and dual tight ends 
Keith Seeger (6-3, 170) and Don Web­ 
ster 
(6-1, 
170) are in 
the lineup 
prim arily for their blocking ability. 
Wingback Chuck Howell 
(5-7, 160) 
seem s to be the favorite target while 
Cole circles out of the backfield for an 
occasional pass. 
On defense, the Indian fortunes ride 
on m any of the sam e players. Cole is 
filling in for linebacker Jeff Banks (6-1, 
196) one of Hillsboro’s best football 
players. 
According 
to 
Zechman, 


however, the defense doesn’t suffer 
with Cole in the lineup. 
The defensive tackles, B arrera and 
Armstrong, are every bit as good on the 
defensive line as they are on the op­ 
posite side of the line. Armstrong is 
excellent in his pursuit and leads the 
team in sacks. The Trace offensive line 
will have to keep close tabs on him the 
entire 
night 
if 
quarterback 
Art 
Schlichter is to have another good night 
passing. 
The Indians play the ‘62’ defense with 
five linemen and two linebackers. In 
the words of Zechman, “That puts a lot 
of people on the line and there’s not 
much room to run. There aren’t many 
holes when eight people are clogging it 
up.’’ 
“ You never know about a team like 
Hillsboro,” Zechman said. “We think 
we’ll be ready for them, but they could 
be a surprise. We feel we know a lot 


about their personnel since we have 
two coaches that came from the 
Hillsboro system.” Assistant coaches 
Bill Beatty and Terry Enochs each are 
Hillsboro products, Enochs coaching at 
Hillsboro last season. 
After a one game absence, that 
familiar No. 10 will be back on the field 
as Schlichter will again engineer the 
Panther offense. Despite sitting out the 
Madison Plains game for a mid-season 
breather after a bruising game with 
Lancaster, the Panther aerial artist 
still leads the SCOL in every passing 
statistic. 
A questionable starter is defensive 
tackle John Burr. Burr re-injured a 
troublesome ankle last week and is 
listed only as a question mark. If Burr 
is not ready to go, sophomore Bill 
Smith will fill in. Smith backed him last 
week following his injury and did a 
very capable job.

When you’re declarer in a 
slam, it is surely right to give 
the play 
somewhat more 
careful consideration than if 
you were in a part score or 
game contract. South neglected 
to do that in the present case 
and it ultimately cost him 1,530 
points. 
He won the club lead with the 
ace and played the A-K of 
diamonds, planning to ruff the 
third round of diamonds high in 
dummy. Unfortunately, East 
ruffed the king of diamonds, 
returned a trump, and South 


later had to lose a diamond trick 
to go down one. 
The deal illustrates the type 
of reasoning required when a 
contract that seems easy to play 
and make actually contains an 
element of danger. In these so­ 
called 
“ laydown” 
hands, 
declarer should stop and ask 
himself: “ What can defeat 
me?” Had South followed that 
rule in this case, he might have 
found the right way to play the 
slam. A 5-1 diamond division is 
certainly not probable — but, 
since it is possible, some effort 
should be made to guard 
against it. 
After winning the club lead 
and 
cashing 
the 
ace 
of 
diamonds, South should have 
played the deuce of diamonds at 
trick three! This would have 
provided 
him 
with 
total 
protection against any division 
of the diamonds, whether they 
were split 3-3, 4-2 or 5-1. In the 
third and critical case, South 
would be able to ruff the next 
diamond high in dummy, 
discard the ten of diamonds on 
the ace of spades, and thus 
insure twelve tricks. 
Let’s grant that South was 
unlucky to run into a 5-1 
diamond break that cost him 
the slam. But, even so, the most 
it could have cost him to play a 
low diamond at trick three was 
30 points, while the failure to do 
so could, and in fact did, cost 
him 1,530 points.

Aerosol Propellents and the Eyes 
A patient, a 20-year-old girl, 
made a bright observation that 
deserves to be brought to the 
attention of my readers. She 
became aware of intense pain in 
the eyes every time she used 
any kind of aerosol deodorant or 
hair spray. She made another 
interesting observation. She 
found that there were times that 
she was not able to use her 
contact lenses after being ex­ 
posed to the same kind of 
sprays. 
I made inquiry from a 
number of eye specialists who 
concurred with her “diagno­ 
sis.” Apparently, specks of the 
chemical substances that are 
expelled at a high speed through 
the nozzle of an 
aerosol 
dispenser can 
injure 
the 
delicate outer covering of the 
eye (the conjunctiva). 
The reaction of redness and 
pain is exactly like that which 
occurs when a speck of dust 
flies into the eye. The tiny 
particles may even become 
embedded in the eyes if the 
spray is accidentally directed 
straight into them. 
There is an additional danger 
that the “freezing” propellent 
of the bomb may rapidly 
evaporate and cause damage, 
too. Fortunately, legislation 
now is aimed at the elimination 
of aerosol propellents. Even the 
new “squeeze” tops should be 


used with care in order to avoid 
injury to the eyes.

TOLEDO, Ohio (AP) — Striking bus 
drivers and mechanics went back to 
work today, ending a two-day wildcat 
walkout 
that 
forced 
nearly 
65,000 
passengers to find other ways to get to 
their jobs or school. 
Representatives of 
Amalgamated 
Transit Union Division 697 and officials 
of the Toledo Area Regional Transit 
Authority signed an agreement about 3 
a m. to clarify issues that caused the 
strike. 
One hour and 45 minutes later, the 
first bus rolled out of the TART A 
garage as 210 drivers and 44 mechanics 
began reporting for work. 
Union President Ray Jacobs said the 
major difference between the union 
and TARTA was over a $1 million 
pension fund. 
“We agreed to clarify the differences 
we had,” Jacobs said. “As of right now, 
it’s all over. It’s all straightened out.” 
Details of the agreement were not 
released immediately. 
The 
agreement 
followed 
lengthy 
talks that began after drivers refused 
to comply with a court order to end the 
walkout before getting certain written 
guarantees from the TARTA. 
On Tuesday, Lucas County Common 
Pleas

order calling for union members to end 
the strike.

County teachers attend training 


session on drug abuse education

weeks, 
elementary and junior high 
school 
teachers in the Miami Trace School 
District have attended an in-service 
training session about drug abuse and 
drug education. The in-service training 
was an outgrowth of a summer long 
project to develop an elementary level 
health curriculum to be used in the 
Miam i Trace school system. 
E ric Jenkins, the drug treatment 
specialist

Mental Health Clinic, conducted the

The training consisted of an overview 
of drug use in today's society, the need 
for early drug education, and effective 
techniques for doing drug education in 
the classroom.

He believes that in order for 
drug education to be effective, it must 
focus on the reasons why people abuse 
drugs 
For

anger or cope with loneliness and 
depression, which are common reasons 
why people abuse drugs, he said.

Forest is undermining the schools, 
Barbara Sutton, executive secretary of 
the association, said.

forest, is scheduled to close Dec. 12 for 
lack of funds. 
The forest only brings the county 
$18,000 annually, 
Mrs. Sutton said. 
Approximately $18,000 to $20,000 in 
timber and mineral sales and federal 
reimbursements in lieu of taxes will be 
paid the county this year
